HIM TO GENEVA BECAUSE "THEY FEAR I WILL BE A HINDERANCE IN 

THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A PUPPET GOVERNMENT IN ZIMBABWE." SITHOLE 
ALSO SAID HE WAS UNPREPARED TO GO TO GENEVA IN ANY CAPACITY
